After Ride Identical To That Required In Olympic 
Games of ’48, A 3-Day Team Has Been Chosen 





While one group of riders went 
into the final trials for the Prix des 
Nations team, another group went 
into the eliminations for the 3-Day 
Event. The first phase, called 
schooling (dressage), was run off 
October 3 at the polo grounds. Each 
Tider went through the same, speci- 
tle 12-minute performance which 
Was designed to exhibit the degree 
to which the horse had been train-

On October 4 Walter Staley, Jr. 
moved into the lead as the 18-year- 
old rider garnered 108 bonus pdints, 
over the demanding 22-mile cross 
country course to tie with two other 
candidates for list place. 

Jeb Wofford and Charles Hough, 
Jr. tied with Mr. Staley. William 
James picked up 66 points and 
Robert Frazer got 72. One rider 
was eliminated in the cross coun- 
try phase. Christos E. Gianorakes 
and the stallion Jupidero, fell vic- 
tims of the 9-mile roads and trails 
section and were eliminated when 
they exceeded the time limit for 
the section. ; 

Mr. Staley’s 2-day total of 33.8 
gave him a 10.6 point margin over 
Mr. Wofford. As the 5 remaining 
candidates awaited the stadium 
jumping to determine the riders for 
the 3 regular berths and the alter- 
nate spot for the 3-Day Event, their 
Wofford, 44.4; 
Hough,64.3. James, 75; and Frazer 
104.5. The bonus points were subs- 


tracted from .the penalty points 
picked up in the dressage phase to 
give the 2-Day total. 

The cross country phase, consi- 
dered the most trying of the 3-day 
event, was divided into five parts. 
Three miles of roads and.trails, a 
steeplechase course over 2 miles 
long, 9 miles of roads and trails, 
a 5-mile cross country run with 
mile gallop over flat land constitu- 
ted the course covered by the en- 
trants. 

All riders completed the require- 
ment without a mishap, but the ef- 
fects of the endurance test would 
not be fully realized until the com- 
petition in the stadium jumping. 
The horses came through in good 
condition, although some of them 
evidenced stiffness after complet- 
ing the course. 

A no-fault ride over a 15-jump 
course on October 5 gave Jeb Wof- 
ford and his horse, Benny Grimes, 
1st place in the tryouts for the 3- 
Day Riders’ Squad of the U. S. 
Olympic Equestrian Team. The 
rider, who was 2nd in the standings 
as the final day of the trials began, 
took over the top spot of the squad 
from Walter Staley, Jr. on Bari. 
Mr. Staley was charged with a to- 
tal of 11 1-4 penalty points. He 
picked up 10 when his mount re- 
fused to jump the No. 6 wooden

Four horses, former veterans of 
3-Day Events abroad, are at Fort 
Riley but they were not used in 
the finals in order not to give 4 
riders an advantage over the other 
entrants. However, these 4 hor- 
ses will now go into training with 
the first 4 men of the squad as 
each of the riders, in addition to 
the horse he rode in the trials, will 
have a ‘second horse. The fifth 
rider will continue training and 
some horse will be selected so that 
he will also have a second horse. 

The squad is always ready to re- 
ceive a qualified 3-Day horse after 
this fall or early in the spring 
should anyone wish'‘to release his 
horse to them.

petition, and with atrocious fort- 
unes as to weather (it rained on 
the Sunday, when one of the World 
Series games would otherwise have 
been played), Belmont is still going 
to show a gain over last fall. At a 
guess, maybe five per cent. 


The week produced some excellent 
racing, however. Top of it all was 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, which 
isn’t always a good race. It start- 
ed out as a walkover (Purchase, 
1919), and in 1920 it must have 
been with a sense of desperate op- 
timism that Damask was sent against 
Man o’War. In years when there 
is a Twenty Grand or a Citation 
around, it’s sometimes a rather hol- 
low event. 


But this one was a ring-tailed 
wonder. We can skip over the first 
mile and a half of it, for it was at 
about the half-mile pole that Dave 
Gorman decided to move Counter- 
point up and see what Hill Prince 
had. From then on it was the fin- 
est two-horse contest of the season, 
and the winner was determined only 
in the last twenty yards. It was 
Counterpoint by a head, with both 
horses digging in with all they had 
and I should not be surprised if it 
did not make the 3-year-old the 
1951 horse of the year. 

,He can, of course, get himself in- 
to trouble in later engagements. For 
one thing, he isn’t necessarily a bet- 
ter horse than Hill Prince. If, you’d 
like the mathematics of this thing, 
he beat Hill Prince a foot, and there 


‘ were 10,560 feet in the race. This 


means, figuring the winner at 100 
per cent, Hill Prince ran 99.9905 per 
cent as good a race. You can, con- 
sequently, see how easily another 
meeting between these two could go 
the other way. Still, Counterpoint 
was the one which had to go out and 
around, and this was a clean and 
hard won victory. It’s up to Hill 
Prince now to prove he can do as 
well. 

The Battlefield—Alerted races 
were just as close, and just as hard 
fought. But always when Alerted 
was at Battlefield’s head you remem-

pounds in the weights to get him 
there. This was at weight for age, 

The $35,600 which Counterpoint 
won added that much to the margin 
by which Count Fleet is almost as- 
sured of leading the sire list this 
year. His dam is Jabot, which won 
the Selima and other stakes for 
Whitney, and he is her first really 
good foal. Last year he coughed 
and bucked and picked up all the 
small ills that were around, and he 


started only twice, getting a se 
cond. But this year he’s won the 
Peter Pan, Belmont, Realization, 


and Jockey Club Gold Cup, and he’s 
certainly the best stayer in his divi- 
sion. That he is a stayer, and not 
a plodder, is indicated by the fact 
that he set a new track record in 
the Peter Pan, at a mile and a fur- 
long. 

Conn McCreary had two notable 
successes during the week, not to 
speak of five other winners he rode, 
and he won them in different ways. 
The first was on Royce Martin’s 
Marta in the Ladies’ Handicap. In 
this he broke fast, took the lead 
early, and held off the late charge 
of Bed o’ Roses in the stretch. The 
latter was given fifteen pounds to 
Marta, and more to some of the 
other members of the field, and she 
came with a long run from last place. 
At the furlong-pole it seemed she 
might do it, but the weight held 
her, and she cut no farther into the 
winner’s margin. 

Marta is by Haltal and her dam 
is the stakes winner Jessie Gladys, 


whose best previous product was 
High Bracket, which placed in 
stakes. The filly had no _ stakes 


placing at two or three, but this 
year at four she had won the Molly 
Pitcher Handicap (McCreary again) 
and had been second to Vulcania in 
the Diana. She’s earned $59,705 
in all. 

Bed o’ Roses moved up a little, 
with $5,000 in second money. It 
made her total $298,775 and put 
her in forty-first place among Ameri- 
can money-winners. Good as she 
is, she’ll hardly catch Bewitch ($462, 
605), and two others of her sex, 
Gallorette and Busher, are also 
ahead of her. 

McCreary’s other big victory was 
on *Miche in the one-mile Sysoyby 
Handicap, and this one was in his 
own patented style. It’s really too 
bad McCreary didn’t ride Whirla- 
way. If Arcaro could get as far 
back as he did on the Calumet colt, 
where could McCreary have got? 
He promptly got last with *Miche. 

When the field turned into the 
stretch Bryan G. had got to the 
front and was drawing out. He 
seemed to have the race as safely 
won as any horse can _ before his 
mumber is actually up.

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Columbus Wins Hendrie Chase 





Woodbine Park Brings Steeplechasing To 
Close At Major Canadian Tracks 





Broadview 


The steeplechases offered by the 
Ontario Jockey Club’s fall meeting 
at Woodbine Park, Toronto, Canada, 
were in some respects the best for 
some years, but in others, discourag- 
ing. Only 3 races went, the last on 
September 21, the 3-mile Hendrie 
‘Chase ’Cap which drew but 5 start- 
ers and though this was a small 
field, petting has been taken on such 
races in the past. However, it was 
decided to run it without betting 
and an extra flat race was run. 
Racing which don’t provide a good 
betting pool are not viewed by 
tracks with favor, of course. 


Fate also dealt a cruel blow to 
Jack MacNamara, one of Canada’s 
most popular owners of steeplechas- 
ers. He lost 2 horses on successive 
days. Both proke their shoulders 
and had to be destroyed. These mis- 
fortunes happened at the same fence, 
too. Solnita met her fate on Septem- 
ber 18 at the 8th fence, the first on 
the grandstand side. Strangely 
enough, she did not fall but seemed 
to do the damage at the fence, land- 
ing on one leg, the uninjured one, 
and unseating her rider, K. LeFever. 
The next day Mr. MacNamara rode 
Rockwood Jean himself and set the 
pace for most of the route to arrive 
at the last fence in a contending posi- 
tion with Charioteer and Martin 
Wing. Here the horse fell but when 
he got up, he sadly dragged the same 
off fore as his stablemate and this 
too was pronounced to be a broken 
shoulder and the horse was destroy- 
ed within a few minutes. The fences 
undoubtedly were not brushed up as 
well as they should have been. 

The 3-mile Hendrie ’Chase on 
September 21, if a no betting pro- 
position, was certainly a crowd plea- 
ser for it is not often that undemon- 
strative Toronto spectators applaud 
a horse as he crosses the finish line. 
This ovation was given to Col. K. R. 
Marshall’s Columbus which won 
easily by 8 lengths like a champion. 
The grey son of Discovery complet- 
ed the 22-jump course in 5.50, 
knocking off 10 seconds from the 
best time since the course was al-

Keeneland Fall Sales time is the 
season of the year when those of 
us who are even remotely connect- 
ed with the horse industry, are 
quite liable to wake up screaming 
in the night, with those pre-sales 
nightmares. 

The symptoms of the worried and 
harrassed consignor or purchaser 
who is suffering from acute salesitis 
is easily diagnosed on sight. If you 
chance upon a man with a faraway 
look in his eye, feverishly clutching 
a sales catalogue and muttering in- 
coherently ‘‘she is a ‘half-sister to 
three stakes winners’? you may be 
reasonably certain that the poor guy 
is a seller; and if he seems apt to 
cross busy intersections in the red 
light’ against on-coming traffic and 
occasionally shouts “I’ll pay you 
all after the sales’’ you can be sure 
of it. On the other hand, if you run 
into a citizen of dour and suspici- 
ous mein, who constantly pokes, 
prods, pats and pushes any yearl- 
ing in sight, and who, everlastingly, 
says ‘‘Man, look at those legs’’, you 
may be equally positive that you are 
in the company of a_ buyer. Of 
course, if there doesn’t happen to be 
a horse around at the time, you may 
take it that he is merely a lecherous 
old man. Either condition is incur- 
able. 

At the present moment of writ- 
ing, Lexington is beginning to play 
mine host to both types of suffer- 
ers. They are assembling in full 
force for the start of the Keene- 
land Yearling Fall Sales, which are 
scheduled to get under way on Tues- 
day, October 23. There are 693 
yearlings to be disposed of in four 
days.

stress and strain upon both seller 
and buyer alike. 

In the ordinary course of events 
the Fall Sale is designed for the 
dispersal of the cheaper type of 
yearling, and, of consequence, at- 
tracts a different type of buyer to 
that of the Summer Sale, which ig 
for selected youngsters only. How- 
ever, as we all have good reason to 
know, 1951 is no ordinary year, 
and as far as this sale is concerned, 
there are several reasons why it 
looks like setting all sorts of re- 
cords. 

One is the fact that at least 40 
of the yearlings offered are far and 
away above the usual Fall Sales cali- 
bre, and will bring the representa- 
tives and owners of the country’s 
major racing stables back to the 
green pavillion at Keeneland, looks 
ing for that yearling they didn’t get 
last July. Of the 40 mentioned, 2§ 
of them are in the Leslie Combs con- 
signment. Last Fall the Sirdar of 
Spendthrift purchased the entire 
weanling crop of Mrs. Elizabeth Gra- 
ham’s Maine Chance Farm, and every 
one of them, without exception, is 
due to come under George Swine- 
broad’s, or Doc. Bond’s gavel on 
Wednesday evening, October 24. 
They include such juvenile notables 
as full sisters to the 22-year-old stakes 
winners Rose Jet and Star-Enfin, as 
well as a striking, chestnut filly by 
*Alibhai out of that mighty race 
mare, Busher. Regarding her, one 
is almost tempted to use the extra- 
vagant adjective, ‘‘beautiful’’, for she 
has a delightful head, with plenty 
of space between the eyes, which 
betokens sense and tranquil tempera- 
ment. She is a trifle lacking in the 
neck, like most Hyperions, but it is 
her quarters that draw attention, 
and give promise of her great pro-

pelling power to come. She also 
has much length of forearm and is 
generally put together as one of her 
pedigree should be. If you want to 
buy her, don’t expect to get her for 
peanuts; she is more than likely to 
set a Fall Sales Yearling record. 
Another from the same ownership 
is the chestnut colt by War Admiral 
—Blue Fantasy, she by Blue Lark- 
spur. ‘He is out of a sister to Sky 
Larking and a half-sister to Beau- 
gay, the leading 2-yean-old filly of 
1945. He is best described as chunky 
and in conformation is a perfect ex- 
ample cf a top-class American Tho- 
roughbred. He is built for speed 
and is aS compact and as well as- 
sembled as anything you ever saw 
outside of a Schiaparelli model. 


The Spendthrift consignment is 
yet again outstanding both in qual- 
ity and quantity.

Oedipus Sweeps “Triple Crown” of ’Chasing; 
Hyvania Best By Length In Rouge Dragon 





Spectator 


As a fitting climax to his 1951 
career, Oedipus outjumped and out- 
ran his nine rivals in the Grand Na- 
tional to score by 1 1-2 lengths. His 
triumph was notable for several rea- 
sons. First and foremost is the fact 


that he duplicated what only one. 


horse before him had done, that 
was sweep the ‘triple crown of 
steeplechasing”, the Broad Hollow 
at 2 miles, the Brook at 2 1-2, and 
the Grand National at 3 miles. Bush- 
ranger was the first to accomplish 
this feat—that was in 1936. This 
appeared to be within the reach of 
Oedipus last year, but a serious bob- 
ble at the last fence ruined his 
chances and he finished second to 
Trough Hill. 

Secondly, Oedipus carried 165 lbs. 
Only three horses in the fifty pre- 
vious runnings of this stake, car- 
ried as much or more weight to vic- 
tory, these were the immortal Good 
and Plenty, Jolly Roger and Bush- 
ranger, and to this small list must 
now be added Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
5-year-old gelding by Blue Lark- 
spur out of Be Like Mom. 

George Cassidy sent off the field 
of ten to a good start on their long 
journey, but one of these was elim- 
inated at the first jump, when Lone 
Fisherman failed to rise and sent 
his rider sprawling. Out in front, 
Navy Gun had a slight advantage 
over the field, but this was short 
lived as Banner Waves took com- 
mand at the second jump. Oedipus 
followed in close succession while 
Navy Gun dropped to third. This 
order continued for a turn of the 
course with the remainder of field 
never far away. 

Albert Foot, the diminutive 
Frenchman again had the leg up on 
Oedipus, and could have taken the 
top whenever he pleased but chose 
to stay off the lead until going down

the far side the last time around. 
He moved to the pacemaker at the 
fifteenth, took the lead going to the 
next jump, but unlike his previous 
wins in the Broad Hollow and the 
Brook, he had serious competition 
in the National. Down the far side 
the last time, Banner Waves, Oedi- 
pus and Navy Gun had drawn out 
seven or eight lengths in front of 
their field, and while Oedipus mov- 
ed by Banner Waves with ease, Navy 
Gun with Dooley Adams in the sad- 
dle was right behind. 

Between fences from the sixteenth 
to the last, Navy Gun gained on 
Oedipus on the flat, but a bobble 
at each fence cost him ground. Go- 
ing to the last jump, he got to with- 
in a length of the winner, but here 
again, a serious bobble set him back. 
Regaining his seat, Adams set down 
and rode hard. Going by the odds 
board, he slowly gained on the lead- 
er, but when Albert Foot asked Oedi- 
pus for the little bit, despite his 
weight concession of twenty five 
pounds to Navy Gun, he responded 
as a truly great horse will-and in- 
creased his margin in the last half 
a dozen strides. Two and a half 
lengths behind Navy Gun, Banner 
Waves had no argument for third, 
for it was forty five lengths back 
to Boom Boom, who did not fancy the 
soft track and then when beaten 
was not pressed. 

Cherwell, *Elyacin and Elkridge 
completed the field, after both Pre- 
tender and *Palaja were eliminated. 
Pretender tossed his rider at the 
twelfth, while *Palaja, running close 
up at the time, was caught in close 
quarters going to the water jump 
the second time, and slipped on the 
flat. Cherwell and *Elyacin were 
out of contention after a turn of 
the field, while Elkridge, the veter- 
an of several hundred races made 
as serious a mistake as he has ever, 
—at the eleventh fence—and then 
just galloped the rest of the way. 

The day preceding the Grand Nat- 
ional, it rained all day and part of 
the night, and while the course dried 
out to some extent on Friday, it 
was still very much on the soft side, 
so the time of 5:50 1-5 was surpris- 
ingly fast and compares in the last 
dozen years with times between 5:51 
3-5 to 6:05 1-5. 

On Monday, October 8th, the se- 
cond running of the Rouge Dragon 
Handicap was taken by Mrs. G. H. 
Bostwick’s Hyvania, who forced the 
pace for more than a mile, took 
command when Escarp faded, and 
then was briefly headed over the 
last jump by Jam, only to regain 
it when the latter drifted out, and 
won by a length. 

Jam, the second horse, conceded

Steven L. Wins 
Toronto-North 
York Feature 


Broadview 

A biting wind did not keep a 
large crowd from attending the To- 
ronto and North York Hunter Trials 
at Aurora on Canada’s Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, October 8. 

Feature of the day was the run- 
ning of the time honoured Prince 
of Wales Cup—most coveted ama- 
teur race award in Canada. 

Four horses went postward for 
the event over rolling country, the 
course being roughly in the form of 
a clover leaf. The two Thorough- 
breds in the race got most of the 
backing but the other two had 
won over post and rails and had a 
15-lb. pull in the weights for being 
Half-breds. 

Larry McGuinness went to the 
lead on Steven L. and continued to 
establish the pace as the horses com- 
pleted the first foop of the track and 
right-handed up into the country. 
Crossing the Beverly Lane, Gordon 
Cummings on Tom Gayford’s Fairy 
Field went to Steven L. and held a 
short lead as the horses came back 
on the track for the last lap. Both 
horses were moving right along and 
had opened a wide margin on the 
other two. Mr. McGuinness knew his 
horse and did not attempt to hustle 
him when overtaken by Fairy Field. 
Steven L. came on again to win by 
5 lengths. Mrs. Carol Pearson fin- 
ished 3rd on Silver Slipper and B. G. 
Smith was 4th on Temptation. 

The winner has an_ interesting 
background. The late William Helis 
purchased the Chance Play colt at a 
sum reputed to be $45,000. He 
named the colt Kerdos. He did not 
live up to his royal price as a race 





horse and eventually came to Cane 
ada. The late Harry Lehman ac- 
quired him and renamed him after 
his son, Steven L. (registered in 
stud book as Stephen L.) Mr. Mc- 
Guinness purchased: him _ several 
years ago for a conformation hunt- 
er and has shown and hunted him 
regularly. This year the horse was 
trained for steeplechasing at Wood- 
bine Park. For skeptics who claim 
racing is detrimental to hunters and 
show horses, Stephen L. is a prime 
example of the benefit of such train- 
ing. He now is actually higher in 
flesh than when showing and his 
jumping form and way of going is 
vastly improved. Shown in the 
hunter trials prior to the race, he 
had an excellent performance and 
though among the 10 considered for 
placing, did not receive an award. 
Last month he placed in the dres- 
sage tournament after racing a few 
days before at Woodbine.

Tanglewood Dressage 
Competitions Held 
At Todmorden 


Broadview 

The Tanglewood Dressage Com- 
petitions, September 23, Todmorden, 
Ontario, was the first Canadian 
Equestrian endeavor directed speci- 
fically to this type competition. Last 
year’s equestrian tournament was 
the starter which resulted in con- 
siderable interest and effort on the 
part of horsemen this year. 


For varied legitimate reasons, 
some of the 20 entries received, 
were Withdrawn but Canadian pio- 
neers in dressage were well satis- 
fied with the turn out. The fairly 
large crowd in attendance reflected 
the interest in dressage too for 
all movements were followed with 
intense concentration and complete 
silence. Such a contrast to horse 
shows. : 

There were three events graduat- 
ing in difficulty and length of the 
test. The Prix Caprilli, with 15 
figures to be performed in 6 min- 
utes and followed by performance 
over a 10-obstacle course, the Prix 
St. Georges with 30 movements and 
a time limit of 12 minutes. This 
was the same test as used in the 
dressage part of the 3-Day Event at 
the last Olympic Games. The Grand 
Prix was for the dressage test as 
used for the 1948 Olympic Games, 
with a duration of 13 minutes with 
83 movements. Capt. R. Lafond of 
Montreal was the only entry in the 
Grand Prix, his Paguarette being 
the only horse sufficiently advanced 
to attempt it. This mare is now 
only 4 and placed 4th last year in 
the dressage part of the 3-Day Event 
at the Canadian Equestrian Tourna- 
ment. Her performance this year 
was commendable and she did a very 
nice Passage on returning to the 
dressage area to receive her prize. 


Capt. Lafond also won the Prix 
St. Georges on Rath Patrick, an 
Irish Thoroughbred he has been 
training since June. His score of 
278 was only 1 point ahead of Fred 
Hughes on Harold Crang’s 4-year-old 
Canadian hunter, Kilroy. This big 
chap, formerly shown as Kings- 
mount by Sam Stanley, has taken to 
his brief training remarkably well. 
F. H. Dillingham of Ste. Anne de 
Bellevue, Quebec, gave a very pri- 
cise exhibition on Copper King to 
receive 3rd place. Copper King, one 
time owned by the Sifton Stables, 
gained fame as the best heayyweight 
hunter in western Canada and has 
been hunted in the Province of Que- 
bec for the last several years by Mr. 
Dillingham. Fourth place went to 
Miss Barbara Kemp from Montreal 
on Socks. Miss Kemp is District 
Commissioner of the Montreal Pony 
Club and has loaned her horse to 
youngsters for four annual Pony 
Club Rallys, so pony club members, 
as well as some from the Silvermine 
School of Horsemanship in Connecti- 
cut, who know the horse, will be in- 
terested to see this success. 

One would have expected more 
entries in the Prix Caprilli as On- 
traio is so well populated with hunt- 
ing and show people, but this was 
the event in which a member of 
entries were withdrawn. 

Maj. Michael Gutowski’s score of 
244 was considerably in advance of 
his opponents. He rode his own 
War Son, a very aptly named little 
grey. His dam was owned and rid- 
den by Maj. Gutowski in the Olym- 
pic Games of 1936 to represent Po- 
land. She was seized by the Ger- 
Mans in 1939 but after the surrend- 
er, Maj. Gutowski managed to locate 
her and arranged to have her colt 
sent to friends in Ireland. He bro- 
ught War Son out to Canada last 
year. 

Mrs. Dorinda Hall—Holland, Lon- 
don, Ontario, took 2nd on Parral 
with a score of 199. She had been 
Preparing another horse but only 
a week before, plans were altered 
to bring Parral. This horse has been 
owned for some years by Mrs. Hall- 
Holland’s family but was acquired 
from the Mexicans. Col. Humberto 


-Mariles rode him in the 3-Day Event 


at the 1948 Olympic Games and 
Placed 13th. This was Mexico’s top 
horse in the event, resulting in the 
Mexican Team taking 3rd place. 

L. J. McGuinness entered two. 
Again this was an adjustment to

W. R. “Bob” Ballard is team 
captain. His co-riders are Col. 
Charles Baker and Tom -Gayford; 
all 3 having had previous experien- 
ce in International competition. 

Bob Ballard will ride Reject, the 
big wise and careful chestnut. Re- 
ject is not carrying so much flesh 
this year and may be better for it. 
He stiH has his old tendency to 
drift out on in and. outs but un- 
questionably is capable of negotiat- 
ing the obstacles in International 
courses. Mr. Ballard‘s second hor- 
se is the little bay Anchors Aweigh. 
Well known in the mid-west and al- 
ready having made a name in Can- 
ada, this little horse has not had 
previous experience over Interna- 
tional courses but certainly has the 
courage necessary. 

Col. Baker will ride his own. Star 
Cliff which he rode on the team 
last year and which was then call- 
ed British Columbia and was one 
of the team’s most useful horses. 
His other horse is the bay Thoro- 


ughbred, Planet, which has been. 


shown in recent years by Dr. J. 
N. Stratas. Planet, two years ago, 
was one of the top jumpers here. 
He has only been out a couple of 
times this year. Col. Baker has 
had him little more than a month. 

Tom Gayford has ridden W. R. 
Ballard’s Skip Across at the last 
few Ontario shows as this is to be 
one of his horses for the team. Mr. 
Ballard rode the horse on the Cana- 
dian Team several years ago and 
Skip Across has also had a year’s 
training in Mexico. He should be 
one of Canada’s strongest threats 
this year. His own Touchdown is 
his second horse. Two years ago 
he rode this horse on the team but 
he was very disappointing. The 
big, black gelding is a changed 
horse now, he even moves different- 
ly. He has been brought on care- 
fully and has been given few shows. 
He is a capable jumper with an 
amazing spring, the only question 
being his courage. He had a bad 
fall. two years ago which shatter- 
ed his confidence but he seems to 
be -all over that now. 

Planet was the only team horse 
not taken to the Markham Fair. 
The others accaunted for all the 
ribbons in the open jumper events 
with the exception of a _ couple 
which went. to Cudney horses. The 
team riders are confident of mak- 
ing a good showing at The Pennsyl- 
vania National and The National 
and with them go the best wishes 
of the Canadians and it would not 
seem presumptuous to say, of our 
good neighbors south of the border.

Iroquois Hunt Club 


The extremely well-run, well or- 
ganized annual Iroquois Hunt Club 
Horse Show and barbecue was held 
at the W. Fauntleroy Pursley farm. 

The original idea behind the 
show, back in 1828, was as a ges- 
ture of thanks to the farmers of the 
surrounding countryside for their 
help and co-operation during the 
hunting season. Mr. Pursley (who is 
no mean raconteur) teils the story 
of the first efort. The Iroquois Hunt 
thought it would be a nice idea to 
have them all to a semi-formal din- 
ner at the club house, and a large 
number of the principal farmers 
were accordingly invited. However, 
Mr. Pursley and his committee had 
neglected to take into account the 
local likes and dislikes of the com- 
munity. Many of them were solid 
Baptists, and as such, sternly dis- 
approved of “the cup that cheers’’. 
Others were more liberal in their 
attitude to “‘the grape’’, while a third 
section were completely in favor of 
it. The result was something of a 
cross between a Kentucky revival 
meeting and a bacchanalian revel. 
After that, the Iroquois Hunt decid- 
ed to hold a horse show and barbe- 
cue, which has decidedly fewer com- 
plications and pleased all factions. 


The result of this year’s show was 
in the nature of a complete personal 
triumph for Howard Tilson. There 
was just no way of stopping him for 
he rode off with no less than 4 
blues, including the Gen. Roger Wil- 
liams Memorial Trophy. Just as Mr. 
Tilson was the rider-hero of the day, 
Dr. D. L. Proctor’s Navy Cross was 
the horse of the day. Mrs. W. 
(Stoney) Johnson, who won the lad- 
ies’ hunter event on him, was 
grounded this time last year with a 
severe leg injury, but is today rid- 
ing with all the professional polish 
that has always been hers. Last sea- 
son Navy Cross was so sour and jad- 
ed that it almost seemed that the 
11-year-old gelding would never race 
or show again. He is now right back 
at the peak of his form.

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Minnesota State Fair 





For the first time in nine years, 
the Minnesota State Fair Horse 
Show opened its gates again to the 
horse gentry. In a new, magnificent 
concrete arena, costing over a mil- 
lion dollars; and seating 7,500 per- 
sons, with $33,000 in prize money, 
the renewed horse show gathered 
momentum each night. The final 
night seats were added and the at- 
tendance was 10,000 strong! Tne 
well balanced program made the 
show of six nights and two matinees 
a great success. With 460 entries, 
the hunters dominated the show 
and the local hunting horses more 
than held their own. 

The horse show committee, sup- 
ervised by Norris Carnes, A. H. §. A., 
all had their fingers crossed putting 
on a horse show after a lapse of 
nine years, but with a gate of 43,000

for the entire show, Douglas Bald- 
win, secretary, has announced there 
will be a bigger and better show 
next year. 

If a hunter championship had 
been given, the blue rosette would 
have gone to Mrs. Edward Spald- 
ing’s Timber Dot, with the two local 
horses, Independence of Mrs. Alfred 
Lindley’s and Mrs. Leon Warner’s 
Sun Valley neck and neck for re- 
serve. One Minnesota owned horse 
covered himself with glory by win- 
ning the $2,000 hunter stake. This 
was Glamor Man, owned and ridden 
by Maurice Roberts. 

All four judges spoke of Miss 
Zandra Morton and her superb skill 
as a rider. She was on “the most- 
est’ hunters and jumpers in the 
entire show. Her winnings consisted 
of 1st in the pair class on Uncle 
Boomer, teamed with Polly, owned 
and ridden by Miss Josephine Mil- 
lard; a blue in the touch and out 
with her veteran, The Plainsman; 
2nd in the $1,000 jumper stake on 
her mare, Little Jud, and 2nd in 
the open jumper event with fences 
starting at 4’-6’’ on Uncle Boomer. 

Frank Jayne’s stable from Elgin, 
Ill. took the blue in the $1,000 
jumper stake with Bobby, Miss 
Gloria Lemke riding, and also an- 
nexed blues in the knock-down-and- 
out and open jumper. 

Equitation classes were divided 
into saddle, stock and hunter seats. 
The latter was won by Miss Julia 
Warner riding her good chestnut 
mare, Rosewood. The five girls pin- 
ned in the hunter seat event all ride 
cross country and are excellent rid- 
ers. 

The show was highlighted by such 
exhibitors as Capt. William Heyer 
riding his world famous dressage 
horse, Starless Night; the Holland 
Furnace Company’s eight pony hitch 
and the Curtiss Candy six pony 
hitch. These super charged ponies 
gave the crowd a greater thrill than 
any “hot rod” as they galloped mad- 
ly around the arena with the wagons 
practically in midair! Hughie Long, 
one of the judges, prought an exhi- 
bition of cutting horses way from 
Texas. These Quarter Horses and 
their cowboys really put on a dis- 
play of ‘horse sense” as these smart 
horses choose a cow and then kept 
it from joining the herd again. This 
time the rider is just a passenger, 
but he definitely has to stick to the 
saddle in order to remain a part of 
the act.

Starvation Hill 
Children’s Invitation 


One of the reasons for the success 
of the Starvation Hill Horse Show, 
an invitational affair for children 
18 and under, was the fact that 
classes were divided «according to 
the experience of the riders rather 
than their ages. Beginners, inter- 
mediates and advanced students of 
horsemanship, regardless of age, 
competed in their respective groups 
with remarkably good results. 

Another departure from the usual 
procedure was, the open horseman- 
ship class in which riders switched 
mounts by lots before entering the 
ring. Naturally, there was a well 
modulated howl among the young- 
sters, but nevertheless they had a 
chance to display their ability to 
handle a strange horse which in 
most books adds up to a real test of 
horsemanship. 

Feature of the afternoon was The 
Billy Boy (named after a well be- 
loved horse of the Robert Tiekens’). 
The course was for working hunters 
and was well planned to include 
jumps which the juniors will en- 
counter in the hunting field. 

The schooling tournament was 
held in a separate ring during the 
morning session. Each child was 
scored individually on 10 exercises 
required in this event.

The Kingsland Beagles 
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Steady Old Foxhound Solves Problem of Keeping 
Beagles Interested In Fox Hunting 





With the inspiration of Trumpet, 
an elderly fox hound bitch, the 
Kingsland Beagles of Easton, Mary- 
land, hunter mounted, ran_ their 
first fox of the season for an hour 
and five minutes at the opening 
meet held Sunday, September 29 at 
Rich Neck Manor, the estate of Ed- 
ward Burling at Claiborne, Md. 

In a country devoid of hare but 
full of fox, the choice of game rest- 
ed between cottontail rabbits, which 
seldom give more than a ten-minute 
burst, and the big red gentlemen. 
The problem was to get the beagles 
first to take an interest in foxes 
and second to stick to this line, de- 
spite the temptations of scurrying 
cottontails. 

The answer seemed to be to get a 
steady old fox hound and let her 
lead the pack in greener pastures. 
Arthur Bryan of Bennetts Point, 
Queenstown, Md. has hunted a small 
pack of Maryland hounds for many 
years and from his was borrowed 
the invaluable Trumpet. She was, in 
fact, much too slow for his own pack 
and it was assumed therefore that 
she was just about right for fifteen 
inch beagles. 

Ten couple of hounds met at 9. 
In addition to the Master, Philip K.

Rene Crowe, the Field consisted of 
Irene Crowe, Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
Coffin of Washington, D. G, Edward 
Burling, the host, and some foot 
people. The morning was clear and 
warm and scenting far from good 
due to the lack of rain. In the big 
covers, however, the ground was 
damp and many fox were reported 
leading a fine chicken-fed life in 
them. 

At the first draw—a dense clump 
of oak and willow—Trumpet threw 
back her old head and let loose a 
challenge that must have given pause 
to foxes for miles around. The bea- 
gles honored, and with a crash of 
music tore through the cover and 
out onto open pasture where they 
ran hard for fifteen minutes. The 
horses were glad of the burst and let 
themselves go on the springy turf. 

The fox then doubled back into 
the cover and gave us some good 
music but little progress for another 
half hour when he was bolted again 
and made straight for the big woods 
a mile away. By now the beagles 
were settling to the line and kept 
Trumpet within speaking distance, 
adding an alto chorus to her basso 
profundo. 

The Burling estate is on a long, 
thin promintory, surrounded on 
three sides by water. The woods are 
located on the extreme end of this 
promintory, so that we had visions 
of forcing the fox pack after he 
made his point. The woods were old 
and dense, however, and beautiful 
as the music was, the pack made 
slow progress through it. Riding 
was even more difficult. The horses 
sank almost to their withers in bog 
and tangled honey suckle. Old ex- 
cavations where trees had been taken 
out made effective traps and sever- 
al of the Field took headers. Hounds 
finally put their fox to ground at 
the far end of the cover, and, as it 
was getting very warm, we decided 
to call it a day. 

The great advantage in hunting 
beagles instead of fox hounds in a 
country such as this is the ability to 
stay with them. Cut by numerous 
rivers and liberally laced with wire, 
the land presents far more difficul- 
ties than most hunting countries. It 
would be utterly impossible to stay 
anywhere near a reasonably fast 
pack of fox hounds and even the

For various reasons cub hunting 


in the Fox River Valley started 
later than usual, in fact not until 
after returning from the Bryn Mawr 
Hound Show, but in spite of the 
late start the young entry, 4 1-2 
couple, have been getting their 
noses full of the right thing. The 
first day, Saturday, September 15, 
was perfect, the air crisp and cool, 
and the ground covered with dew. 
Three or four cubs in the corn 
field at the east of the Master’s 
farm kept hounds busy, and show- 
ed the puppies what they were 
after. 

The second and third days were 
dry and hot, so that they were 
nothing more than hound exercise, 
but the fourth day, Saturday, Sep- 
tember 22, more than made up for 
them. On that day the Master hunt- 
ed hounds himself, and ran _ into 
luck. The first cub was chopped 
in the cornfield at the corner of 
Algonquin and Bateman _ Roads, 
but after drawing through the 
woods back of the Rieke, Wilder 
and Throckmorton farms, hounds 
found and went away to the west 
on a big dog fox which was view- 
ed by Aiden Regan, the whipper- 
in, headed toward the west. The 
Field was wired off, but after a few 
frantic moments of trying to find 
panels that were jumpable, they 
got out of covert although a long 
way behind hounds. At the first 
chicken coop the Master came off 
and wrenched his back, and by the 
time he was up again, hounds were 
completely out of sight. Even Ai- 
den, who had gone on ahead, had 
been unable to keep with them. 
A gallop on across Route 25 bro- 
ught a few hounds in sight, but 
the pack was evidently at fault, 
and the Master began calling them 
in. And the time they were all 
on, Betty Fitzpatrick, the Secre- 
tary’s wife, galloped up to report 
that she had viewed two foxes in 
the field to the east, and so hounds 
were lifted and cast across the line 
where they had been seen. Hounds 
were soon on a line again, whether 





slow Maryland hounds can run away 
from horses without half trying. 
Most of,the local farmers, many of 
whom own fox hounds, hunt them by 
car. They know the places where 
foxes are apt to cross and when they 
want to stop hounds, simply meet 
them at a road crossing and pick 
them up and throw them into the 
trucks. The sport has lots of mobili- 
ty and lots of music put lacks all the 
fun of following mounted. 

The country is nearly flat and ex- 
cept for the wire and rivers, affords 
good galloping. A horse that can 
stop quickly and jump everything 
from numerous fallen logs in the 


- woods to wire with a coat over it is 


a necessity. The Kingsland horses 
consist of Smokey, which is nostal- 
gic for Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire, but 
still goes magnificently; Cherry 
Timber, a 3-year-old son of Timber 
Boy, which has all the makings but 
spends a lot of time trying to un- 
seat 8-year-old Rene Crowe; Scots- 
man, an ex-steeplechaser with fine 
manners in the hunting field; Drum- 
mer Boy, a 5-year-old grandson of 
Man o’War, which is learifing the 
game fast; and last but not least 
Beauty, a 20-year-old Shetland pony, 
which carries all and sundry and 
has the added. advantage of being 
able to wriggle through cover that 
would stop anything put a large 
mouse. 

The pack, always excepting Trum- 
pet, consist of eleven couple of fif- 
teen inch beagles, whose blood lines 
stem from the Sandanona of Mill- 
brook, and the Vernon Somerset of 
Peapack. We had to dispense with 
some thirteen inch hounds who 
could not keep up. A effort will be 
made in fact to breed them even 
larger—sixteen inches being about 
ideal for the country.——P. K. C.

George Magoffin Humphrey Joint- 
Master of the Chagrin Valley Hounds 
from 1941-1946 was painted by 
Frank Voss in 1950 on his fine 
hunter, Richmond Boy. This is one 
of the Maryland artist’s very nicest 
of hunting pictures. It is full of 
the color and vivid animation of a 
foxhunt and is as well a superb like- 
ness of one of America’s greatest 
amateur sportsmen. 

Mr. Humphrey typifies the very 
best in American horsemanship. In 
spite of many business activities 
that would have kept a man of les- 
ser calibre chained to his desk, Geo- 
rge Humphrey takes the time to 
make his own horses. He is an Amer- 
ican Horse Show judge, an exhibitor 
of his own hunters, an enthusiastic 
foxhunter, an excellent shot and in 
recent years has become increasing- 
ly interested in developing a Thor- 
— breeding and racing sta- 
dle. 

Among the Thoroughbred brood- 
mares which he has acquired either 
in partnership with the late Crispin 
Oglebay or since the latter’s death 





for his own establishment are such ° 


well bred ones as Lock and Key, the 
3 year old Spy Ring, the 3 year old 
Classic Verse, the last two winners 
and still in training. At Harrie 
Scott’s in Lexington, Mr. Humphrey 
has Cubbing, Bay Leaves, Fighting 
Polly and Alsab’s Day. Reviewing 
the bloodlines of just one of these, 
Bay Leaves reveals a daughter of 
Bull Lea out of Bay Servant by Black 
Servant. Bay Leaves, now 4 in a half 
sister to Harriet Sue, stakes winner 
of $64,175. Mr. Humphrey is not 
one to do things by halves and there 
can be no question that he will make 
as great a success out of his racing 
as he has done with his showing, 
hunting and developing of first class 
conformation and working hunters. 

Many horsemen remember Big 
John who retired the Chagrin Valley 
Hunt Club Challenge Trophy after 
three championships. He was a 
hunter with truly perfect conforma- 
tion, bought by Mr. Humphrey as a 
2-year-old from B. F. Garber of Lex- 
ington. Among his championships 
were Upperville, Warrenton, Pip- 
ing Rock and the National. School- 
ed and made by Mr. Humphery in 
the family schooling ring built for 
convenience within a stone’s throw 
of the house, Big John proved what 
an amateur horseman can do who 
has an eye for a horse and a rare 
ability to find time for everything 
and everyone. 

Holliday Hill house has Mrs. Hum- 
phrey’s flower garden at its front 
steps and then just below the gar- 
den is a low wall and a green field 
where the family’s best favorites 
come and nibble at tid-bits. Here are 
the promising youngsters that Mr. 
Humphrey and his son Gilbert, his 
daughter Pam and daughter-in-law 
Lou Humphrey work over. The re- 
sult are such good ones as Really 
Rugged, named in honor of Bud 
Humphrey’s brief description of a 
day in the last war. From Holliday 
Hill annually go forth point-to-point, 
hunter trial and show winners as 
well as such well made hunters as 
Richmond Boy whose nice confor- 
mation Frank Voss has so ably cau- 
ght in his painting on the cover. 
This one, now six, is by *Barred 
Umber out of Lady Richmond by 
*Roigrey. He is out with Mr. Hum- 
phrey regularly with Chagrin Val- 
ley and was shown this year at the 
spring show by Mr. Huymphrey’s son, 
Gilbert ‘“‘Bud’’ Humphrey, who like 
his father makes and rides his own.

England’s Best Polo Season 





Despite Pony Shortage and Cash To Pay 
And Play, Game Is On Ascendency

The best polo season in London 
since before the war has just end- 
ed. More players, more. ponies, 
and public enthusiasm all over at 
least doubled. The whole business 
and/or pleasure of polo took a jump 
everywhere and in every way. 

Unquestionably the play here of 
the Argentine La Espadana team 
did an enormous amount. Juan Rey- 
nal, Luis Garrahan, Buddy Ross, and 
Laddie Buchanan were not. only 
good ambassadors -but they pepped 
polo up and, despite the fact they 
lost their three official matches 
against Hurlingham, they sharpen- 
ed the play and the players up. 

This was not a truly representive 
Argentine team but a jolly good 
20-goal side with a total handicap 
of 21 goals. In losing but being 
here they did English polo’s recou- 
peration enormous good. It was a 
shot in the arm and taught a lot of 
people plenty. 

For facts, Hurlingham (Col. Alex 
Harper, Gerald Balding, Humphrey 
Guiness, John Lakin in that order) 
won the first ‘international’? match 
at Cowdray 4 to 1. The second 
match was a Roehampton with the 
Argentines beaten 6 to 3 and Prin- 
cess Elizabeth presented The Festi- 
val of Britain Cup to Gerald Bald- 
ing, Hurlingham captain. The last of 
the series was at Cowdray and play- 
ed both on a very slippery field as 
well as in a down-pour of rain. By 
1 p. m. for the 3:30 match there 
were already 200 cars parked at the 
field and sitting there in a deluge 
which gives an idea of the enthus- 
iasm and interest. Unavailable on 
account of his training race-horse 
duties, Gerald Balding dropped out 
of this one. 

His place was taken by Col. An- 
drew Horsborough—Porter who was 
playing his ‘last game here before 
going on duty in Malaya. For the 
Argentines Juan Reynal had to fly 
back on account of the illness of 
his mother. His place at No. 1 was 
taken by Gomez Thwaites who flew 
over from Paris. Buddy Ross, the 
hard hitting No. 3, came up with a 
very bad knee and:the visitors bor- 
rowed English Peter Dollar to re- 
place him. Hurlingham Yan away 
with it 9 to 4. 

There are the facts but let’s both 
analyze and face some as far as 
British polo is concerned and parti- 
cularly when it comes to invading 
teams. 

Firstly, though a good side this 
was definitely NOT a representative 


Argentine team.- They were not bill- 
ed as such though the public took 
it otherwise. If they threw Roberto 
Cavanaugh and a couple of others 
at England, Roberto would not even 
get a sweat up. Secondly, Humphrey 
Guiness, fit as a fiddle, is on the 
mid-century mark in age, and Ger- 
ald Balding, almost the same age 
cannot take the time from his run- 
ners for fitness or practice. Both 
these stalwarts played magnificent- 
ly but time and the requirements of 
life. march on. Much’ younger John- 
ny Lakin (who proved himself a 
brilliant back.in this series) farms 
madly and he too can neither spare 
the time. Thirdly, the Argentine 
ponies only arrived here in May 
and definitely by the third match, 
though probably by the’ second 
match, had completely suffered all 
the effects of acclimitization. They 


_Started to go down hill badly. 


To take up these points. Guiness 
will unquestionably play polo until 
he drops and will always be a fine 
player. There is a huge question 
of how much Gerald Balding and 
Johnny Lakin will play in the future. 
Facing facts and cutting two of 
these out to battle any future in- 
vasions and what have you got here. 
We don’t say nothing but it is al- 
most that. It would not amount 
to more than a decent (and mind 
that adjective) 12 to 14-goal team 
pre-war. The young are coming on 
but they have no experience, ‘no 
savvy. If Alec Harper had not come 
back on leave from India, Hurling- 
ham’s problem for a No. 1 against 
the Argentines this year would have 
been a great head-ache. 

Billy, Wallace, Charlie Smith-Ry- 
land, “‘Sunny’’ Blandford, George 
Bathurst, Alan Roberts, John Lucas 
to mention a few of the young com- 
ing on. They are seasons away—ex- 
cept for Charlie Smith-Ryland who 
has got shoved up to a deserved 3 
goals this season. The point is they 
have no expérience. In short, gather- 
ing all club and player forces to- 
gether, England has no substitutes 
for the old guard at the moment. 
Charlie Smith-Ryland and Alan 
Roberts are flying out to the Argen- 
tine rightnow. That will smarten and 
experience both of them. 

The next problem is ponies. 

It sounds plush to say it. bit it 
is fact today here, if suddenly one 
of your ponies goes lame, or you 
need another pony there is Absolute- 
ly no question of going out, regard- 
less of expense, and buying a replace- 


ment. If an experienced, but may- 
be young pony, gets laid up you just 
have to do without and get on as 


best you can. Firstly, there are not 


enough polo pony dealers here; se- 
condly, there is too little opportun- 
ity for dealers to get young ponies 
played so that even greener players 
could play or buy them; thirdly, 
people will not (cannot)-spend the 
money which makes the making of 
polo ponies profitable. 

When this Argentine side (La 
Espedana) came over they brought 
20 ponies with them. All of them 
have been sold hither and yon here. 
With them came some 29 other pon4 
ies consigned and brought by Vis- 
count Cowdray. Having brought 
polo back in England, John Cowdray 
thus had the opportunity of retir- 
ing a lot of very old ponies in the 
‘Cowdray Park “pool”, shoving 
younger ponies which his able Mas- 
ter of Horse, Harold Freeborn has 
made in the last two years into the 
front ranks, and still keeping that 
Cowdray “‘pony pool’ right up to 
snuff. 4 

It is interesting to note that in 
the Argentine-Hurlingham matches 
only two English ponies were play- 
ed. Johnny Lakin played Lord Cow- 
dray’s George Lashwood (by Wind- 
sor Lad out of a mare by Fairway), 
and Gerald Balding played Mike 
White’s Werewolf (by Thoroughfare 
—Miss Destiny) and bred by Lord 
Cowdray. All the rest of the pon- 
ies played were Argentines. Mike 
White’s ‘‘Lady Gail’’, bred in Texas, 
the only American pony playing and 
she went two periods each time. 
This gives an idea of the shortage 
of ponies here. At Rheinfield they 
have great sport on little New For- 
est ponies; at Hon. Allastair Wat- 
son’s, in Suffolk they draw enor- 
mous crowds to watch his collection 
of tiny Arabs play. But for big 
galloping, handy, experienced pon- 
ies, England has a great lack today. 
When you somehow acquire a good 
one you have to nurse it like gold. 

At Roehampton the County Cup 
was won by Beechwood (Billy Wal- 
lace, Harold Freeborn, Juan Rey- 
nal, Brig. Young) and the higher- 
goal Roehampton Cup by The Ar- 
gentines who deservedly won but 
caught Cowdray on a bad day. At 
Cowdray, with absolute enormous 
crowds every day after the racing 
at nearby Goodwood, Cowdray got 
their own back on The Argentines 
to win the Cowdray Cup. Ferrhurst, 
a team started by Jackie Robinson 
who will be pre-last-war-remember- 
ed, came through to win the low- 
goal event. With Jackie were Viv- 
ian Naylor-Leyland, John Buchanan- 
Mac Donald, and Alec Harper. It 
was truly a great week of great polo 
and great crowds. 

Despite the pony shortage, and 
also the cash to pay and play, un- 
questionably the game is on the as- 
cendency here. There are many 
problems but the public are coming

Solar Eclipse Plate 
Won By Worth For 
3rd Straight Time

Brian Herbinson won the qualified 
hunter for the Solar Eclipse Chal- 
lenge Plate, with Worth at the an- 
nual Toronto & North York Hunt 
Hunter Trials held October 6 at 
Auroar, Canada. This is the third 
year the little ‘brown gelding has 
won this trophy. 

The Toronto & North York hunter 
trial course is a good one, cover- 
ing about 3-4 of a mile and in full 
view of spectators. The many good 
performances led spectators to be- 
lieve the jumps were lower than 
last year but Harold Woolnough, 
chairman of the committee, assured 
us that they were not. 

Larry McGuinness’ grey mare, D’- 
Eaubonne, captured the Eaton Chal- 
lenge Trophy for horses which had 
not competed in hunter trials prior 
to 1951. This is a versatile mare, 
as she has given a good account of 
herself this season in open perfor- 
mance and working hunter classes 
and also placed in the dressage 
tournament last month. 


Pairs and teams for qualified 
hunters were acrounted for by Maj- 
or Gordon Gayford’s Rocket and H. 
S. Shgznon’s Indiscretion with the 
addition of Stewart Treviranls’ Rus- 
tum (Victory Mark) in the teams. 

The farmer’s flat race, put on 
to encourage farmers and _ their 
children to partake in the _ sport, 
would seem to be a bit controversial 
in the good it does. The bright 
faces of the farm children, mounted 
on everything from real speedsters 
to old dobbins, certainly showed the 
encouragement part to be effective 
but when the race was over, we over- 
heard one farmer owner complain- 
ing that he had not had a fair start 
and was threatening not to let the 
hunt cross his land in the future. 
Mayhap the man had cause’ for 
complaint, but let us hope he is a 
good enough sport to reconsider his 
threat.

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POP ON *HIGH ROAD 

Sidney Culver of White Post, Va. 
has one of the best bred ‘chasers in 
anybody’s book. *High Road never 
got started as a 2 or 3 year old for 
the Whitneys and was turned into a 
hunter for Mrs. Clarkson Beard and 
never seemed to take too kindly to 
this. By Hyperion out of Old Melody 
II, she by *Sir Gallahad III, he 
should have been able to run faster 
than a clock can tick. The fact that 
Greentree turned the colt loose after 
having sent one of their top brood- 
mares to England to the cover of 
Hyperion in 1944 to produce him 
should wind up the case for *High 
Road. Mr. Culver didn’t think so 
when he secured *High Road two 
years ago from Greentree and this 
year he was convinced he was right. 
*High Road had been worked slowly 
all summer and went to Emmett 
Roberts in New York a few short 
weeks before the Rolling Rock meet- 
ing. On October 3rd he lined up his 
Greentree-bred hunt meeting pro- 
spect now 7-years-old for his first 
crack at brush racing. *High Road 
cantered home last after having 
jumped all his fences well. 

Saturday for the big Internation- 
al Gold Cup as the pair lined up for 
their second try, amid the usual 
cries of ‘“‘No chance’’, and the sharp 
commands of the starter, the boys 





were calling cheerily, ‘‘Come on Pop, 
come on up here beside us. Plenty 
of room Pop, just move in, we won’t 
go without you.” The jockeys were 
certainly not referring to Sidney’s 
age, not yet 40, but as the father of 
5 children and the owner-rider of a 
son of Hyperion racing over brush 
for the second time in their lives 
jockeys were willing to make room.

Star State would be a big boost not 
only to Texas Thoroughbred breed- 
ers, but to the Thoroughbred breed-

The tailgate of the trailer was drop- 
ped, and Mr. Hill’s theory that a 
hunter should be handy was clearly 
shown as Lehigh unloaded himself 
with great care, ready for a well de- 
served rest. 

GETTING A START 

The question, ‘‘How do people get 
started as trainers?’’ has been voic- 
ed countless times, but it took Nar- 
ragansett Park’s drum beater, Billy 
Ames to provide a couple of con- 
crete examples as an answer. The 
notes concern two young trainers 
who are doing quite well this year. 

Don McCoy, who is 23 years old, 
was brought up almost across the 
street from the Aqueduct race track 
on Long Island, and got his start by 
going to work as a stable boy at the 
age of 14 for J. “Sunny Jim” Fitz-~ 
simmons. Too big to qualify as a 
jockey, Don set out to learn all there 
was to know about’ conditioning 
horses, and proved an apt pupil un- 
der the guidance of Mr. Fitzsim- 
mons. After four years with the vet- 
eran trainer, he spent three years as

At present 
he is in charge of Frank Nadaline’s 
Stable. 

Then there is.George Handy, 29 
years old, who got his trainer’s lic- 
ense at 22, after taking 3 years out 
to give Uncle Sam’s Navy a hand. 
Handy used to frequent the stable 
of Arthur Gaignard, galloping hors- 
es etc., and became the owner of a 
Thoroughbred at the age of 15, when 
Mr. Gaignard gave him his first 
horse, the retired Scout Azure. The 
lad promptly evicted his dad’s car 
from the garage to stable his prized 
possession. 

He went back to the Gaignard 
farm after his discharge from the 
Navy and from there he went to B. 
N. Kane’s farm at Seekonk, Mass. 
Since then he has handled some 
pretty fair campaigners, such as 
Petty Cash, which won $10,000 in 5 
purses in 1949; Wolf Whistle, which 
won $13,000 as a 2-year-old, and at 
present he has a string of 7 horses, 
several of which are his own. 

To anyone who wants to get start- 
ed as a trainer the answer is, ‘‘O. K., 
but grab that pitchfork and start 
from the pottom.’’—Easy Mark. 


JOHN BOSLEY, JR. 

Racing and_ steeplechasing lost 
one of its supports through the 
death of John Bosley, Jr. on October 
12. The Maryland sportsman was a 
former amateur rider, one of his 
winning years being in 1917 when 
he rode R. Nelson Buckley’s Ruskin 
to victory in two timber events. He 
was quite active as a huntsman and 
polo player before he entered rac- 
ing and was one of the trainers who 
supported racing between the flags 
over a great period of years. Even 
though he tightened the girth on 
numerous winners, he and his fam- 
ily will be remembered for the ill- 
fated Chase Me. After becoming the 
family pet and being ridden in the 
hunting field, Chase Me went post- 
ward in flat events as a 4-year-old. 
He started 6 times and was unde- 
feated, his last trip to the winner’s 
circle that season being made at 
the expense of Mate and Pomposity 
in the Bryan O’Hara Memorial ’Cap. 
Winning his first outing the follow- 
ing year, he faced the starter in 
the Metropolitan ’Cap at Belmont 
Park. After being rated off the 
pace, he was making his move when 
he stumbled and fell on the stretch 
turn. His leg was broken and the 
“story book’”’ horse had to be des- 
troyed.

collect the scattered pack. How- 
ever, when the main body were 
brought out of the cornfield they 
got on to the line the others had 
been working, and headed west in 
a rush. After going through the 
cornfield, however, scent dried up. 
A few screaming puppies behind 
sounded for a moment like a kill, 
but it was unfortunately a skunk. 


The next day was poor. Scent 
Was good, but there was a gale 
of wind, and scent was blown all 
over the Bateman Woods, so that 
nothing could be made of it. The 
next day was. perfect. Hounds 
found and ran along the river to 
the south of the Vaughn farm, fin- 
ally running their fox to ground 
well out in the swamp where it 
was impossible to get near them. 
However they persisted in their 
markings, and finally dug,.the fox 
out themselves, and killed. The 
next day was too hot and dry, but 
nevertheless hounds marked to 
ground in the Bateman Woods. 
The following day, however they 
make up for it by killing a gray fox 
in the swamp near Algonquin Road. 
This is the first gray that has been 
seen in the Fox River Valley since 
the hunt was organized in 1940. 
Nothing but reds have been seen 
before.
